S-rf 5. Ranganatha Mudaliar ( Ramakrishnarajuptta) : Mr 
Speaker, Sir, T wish to speak about what is called Family Planning.* 
I find that it has become a fashion now-a-days to ask for family 
planning. My views might be a cry in the wilderness but still I 
would like to bring home to the hon. Minister's mind the viaws-the 
strong views - of a certain section of the public, and if \ say anvthfna 
not palatable to modern minds, I wish to be pardoned. 

We became an independerit nation and it is our pride that we 
secured mdependence without shedding a drop of blood and It ha« 
been our claim that we won independence by sheer soul force and 
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Ahimsa, but what has happened after we got our iadependence ? We 
straighaway bade good-bye to that very soul force and very Ahimsa. 
In the name of advance and on the|pretext of the economic better- 
ment of the nation, onr countryjhas cut the shortest route to rapid 
national degenaracy and ejSfectiveness by adopting thejpolicy of birth 
control by artificial methods, be it birth control by use of contracep- 
tives or be it by abortion or by cranaotomy of the living fetus in the 
mother*s womb or be it sterilization. This policy has been given 
the dignified name of Family Planning, which is nothing but an 
euphemism for family dissipation. My hon. friends may excuse me 
for using such a strong expression. On the other hand, our nation 
must go from strength to strength, not only in virility and vitality 
but also in numbers. 

What are we doing and what are the great nations of the 
world - like France, Germany, Australia and Canada - doing ? They 
are encouraging large families. France, I may tell my hon. friends, 
is imposing a tax on bachelors. Our Andhra State which is in need 
of finance may explore this source of taxation.... 

Mr. Speaker : Very few bachelors, T suppose ? 

Sri Ranganatha Mudaliar: Yes. And France is giving 
concession to large families and Russia has undertaken to maintain 
the children of large families. But what are we doing ? Even at 
this nascent stage of our independent existence, we have resorted to 
methods adopted by the ancient States of Greece and Rome in their 
decadent and last stages. Our policy has been to adopt the methods 
adopted by France during the interval between 1918 and 1939* 
General Gammlin, the Commander-in-chief of the Allied Forces on 
the eve of the great war had said that after 1918, after four years' 
resistance of the German invasion, there were 20 million of young 
men who were willing to continue that war, if war had continued. 
But in 1939, he said that thero were 20 million men in all of 
whom only a very small percentage were young men ! That was 
the condition of France on the eve of the great war, the second* 
world war. From 1918 to 1939 there was free us© of artificial 
methods of birth control and unrestricted sexual pleasures. That 
was the condition of France. All great religions in the world have 
condemned this artificial birth control 

Not only religion, but our Gandhiji has called it a sin. He 
called it an insult to womanhood. As we see, on account of this 
family planning, the sacred relation of husband and wife is lost and 
woman is considered to be the mere instrument of pleasure to man* 
and the women's part in life is only to prostitute her body tot 
mere sexual gratification and, therefore, Mahatmaji said it was a 
5 
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great sin. It is also unsound economically, as wc saw it in tho case 
of France. 

Marshall Petain said that artificial birth control and unre^Jtrict- 
cd sexual pleasures were the cause for the downfall of France, for 
the defeat of France as against Hitler. It is not as though there are 
no natural methods of birth control. There is what i% culled the 
rhythmic control - the avoidance of conjugal pleasure during fertile 
period - and there is also another method, late marriages. Late 
marriages lead to lesser families. These two natural methods may 
also be considered and practised. 

Gandhiji again said that what was wanted in our country was 
not birth control, but self-control Birth control connotes conjugal 
pleasure without conjugal responsibilities; it represents a high degree 
of cowardice to face the problems of life We shall go to Save who 
is another respected leader of our country. Let us see what he has 
to say on this question. He says, it is not over-population that we are 
suffering from, but it is under-production in agriculture and in indus- 
tries. To relieve over-population, there are several methods. Extensive 
cultivation and intensive cultivation are still in the fprmative stages 
and they are not being fully exploited. Extensive cultivation may be 
resorted to wherever there are lands available and iateniive culti- 
vation in such areas where the last piece of tend has been brought 
into plough. 

To relieve over-population, there is also what is called the 
Colonisation Scheme. Why not Government resort to the policy of 
populating depopulated areas and depopulating populated areas? 
There are many regions in our country - in Madhya Pradesh, 
Madtya Bhamt, Rajastan, Andamans Islands, Laccadlve and Mala* 
dives - where enormous extent of land is available for people to 
occupy. 

I may bJiBg to your iK)tisje that tbo^t 700 families from 
ICerak have becm colonised in Indore State. Why not wa lake away 
families from o^rp^pulated areas and settle 4Jhem in und«r*popu- 
la*e4 laneas and areJieve over-population ? 

Another thing I would like to submit is, our Medical and 
W^A Departments are vigorously opening Family Planning Qinics 
aloVerthe State. There are among the employees of the Health 
m$ A^dical I>«^rtna©Bt, for exainple. aurses, midwivas and Doctors 
«*o hawiEJawcientio^ objection to i3m sort of iMng* I wiih, if 
i*p GoTeenmeat tfetobs ^at it is a policy worth purs^int al Ixmi a

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such exemption may be granted. The G* O, says : '^Government 
approves of the suggestion of the Director of Medical Services that 
female nurses and maternity assistants who apply in writing for 
exemption from attending lectures and training in the approved 
methods of family planning on the grounds of conscientious objection 
may be granted such exemptions by the Heads of respective Training 
Institutions." I request that such a concession may be given to 
conscientious objectors in our State. 

Thank you, Sir. 

* Sri M, Rangayya (Dendulur) : Mr, Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
heartily support this Demand under the Medical and Public Health 
Heads. 

In all the advanced countries of the West, there is one Doctor 
for every thousand of the population, but in a poor country like 
India, there is only one Doctor for every 6,000 to 10,000 of the 
population. How to remedy this situation ? 

I shall now turn my attention to increase in the number oi; 
Medical Colleges and increase in the number of adnaissions to 
Colleges. I am happy that our hon. Chief Minister has just ia- 
formed us that the Government have got an idea of starting a 
Medical College both at Tirupathi and Kakinada with the munifi- 
cence of private benefactors. As regards admission of students to 
the Colleges, I have got to say that it is better to relax the minimum 
age-limit of girl students who are to be admitted to the Medical 
Colleges, because it is general consensus of medical opinion that 
girls in the age group of 10 to 20 are a little more intelligent than 
the boys of the same age group. The minimum age-limit that is 
prescribed for the boys need n6t be adhered to in the case of girls ; 
the minimum age4imit may, therefore, be relaxed in their case to 
our advantage and also to the advantage of our sisters. 

Then, in regard to the admission of boy students to the 
Medical Colleges, there is a certain amount of 'regioimr discrincii- 
nation, I shall be happy if the reginal discrimination is abolished m 
early as possible. 

In Andhra Pradesh, the Doctor to patient ratio is inadequate. 
That ratio should be increased at least so far as the big hospitals at 
Vizagapatnam, Guntur, Kurnool, Hyderabad, Kakinada, Eluru and 
other places where there are big hospitals, are concerned. It will be 
in the interests of the public at large. 

As for the Kottse Stogpons undergoing uainms ia the ^i^Phieat 
hos|?ital8> I thiak it is betrier that residiential cyaartera for ail c^ ftose 
undcrgdng ttaking are provided for. If timh quality of wotk is to 
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improve, they should be provided with residential quarlers. At preseni 
that is not the case. Only the Lady Doctors undergoing House 
Surgeonship arc provided with quart<?r8. k is necessary that the 
Male House Surgeons should also be provided with quarters in order 
to improve the quality of training that they jeceive m that Ihey can 
spare more time to attend to the Hospital. 

There is a great dearth of trained teaching personnc! in the 
Medical Department. Unless that dearth is remedied, unless there 
is an increase in the number of trained teaching personnel* the 
Medical Department, the Medical knowledge and the Medical 
Science cannot be improved. I hope measures will be taken to 
increase the number of trained teaching personnel. 

1 would suggest that facilities be provided for a larger number 
of Post-graduate students which will be in the interests of general 
health and general medical education. It is ^ttn that only a few 
Andhras get foreign scholarships as compared with the other States 
of India, on an all-India basis. For some reason or other, that is the 
case. Our graduates arc not inferior to the graduates of other 
Universities^ but still only a few Andhras are getting foreign scholar- 
ships. The reason is not exactly known, 1 hope Government will take 
adequate care to see that sufficient number of our graduates are sent, 
for foreign studies, especially, on subjects like Cardiology* Neuro- 
logy, Thoracis, Surgery etc., so that it will enrich our knowledge* 

As regards public health, I suggest that public health labora** 

tories may be established at every District Headquarters hospital so 

that they may be within the reach of common man through a general 

Medical practitioner and the fell disease of Tuberculosis and other 

diseases such as Malaria, Filariasis, teprosy etc, can be dttU with. 

Also mass X-ray units may be provided to detect Tuberculosis In 

the early stages and to have cent percent cure. These units will 

produce miniature films, they can be brought back and then eo* 

larged, and the disease can be located and treatment instituted. 

The B. C, G. campaign is already in vogue, lakhs of peopte are 

vaccinated and many more lakhs are still to be vaccinated. It is i 

measure in the right direction. I earnestly hope that dOmlcilUary 

treatment for Tuberculosis will bo begun in right mmmt Beiidei 

this efficient and intensive examination of school-going boys should 

be taken up. It will help us to detect Tuberculosis In Its early sta|^- 

not Merely Tuberculosis, but also other diseases In their early m$m - 

&o that remedies could be taken immediately. 

Regarding Sanitation, many of our towns are in a deplorabl* 
coMition. The drainage is also bad. There is a great imd tor olean 
t^ral water supply. The incidence of small-pox, ch<^em an<^ dymn* 
try is much higher in Andhra Pradesh th^o in ou^ mrfghbouriBg Stttt 
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of Madras. Till yesterday, the Andhra region was part and parcel 
of Madras, but now in the Andhra region, the incideace of these 
diseases is much higher than at Madras. What is the reason ? The 
reason is, the Sanitation of our towns is not good> our towns are 
not supplied with good water and the drainage is bad, especially^ in 
Delta areas. The incidence of dysentry is rather high and many of 
the cases of dyspepsia are traceable, in my opinion, to the prevalence 
of dysentry. I think, a statistical study of this disease may help us 
to arrive at a correct decision. 

Now and then, we hear talks of integration of the Allopathy 
system of medicine— I mean to say the modern system of medicine, 
also called, rather mis-called, the Western system of medicine; it is 
no more a western system of medicine; it is only a modern 
system of medicine to which we of the East have contributed 
largely— with Ayurveda. It is a very desirable thing. I would be 
glad if the integration is possible, but is it possible, nay, is it 
feasible? With a fundamental divergenc in the principles regar- 
ding the origin of the disease, is it possible to have a complete inte- 
gration of both the systems of medicine ? Probably; so far as the 
basic Sciences are concerned — Physics, Chemistry, Biology, 
Anatomy and Physiology •— • it is better to have a common base not 
only with regard to Allopathy and Ayurveda, but all the systems of 
medicine. But to go beyond that, to go to the origin of disease and 
the treatment side, is it possible to have integration? 1 have got my 
own doubts. But still if it is possiJ)le to integrate, I shall be happy 
and I am not against Ayurveda or Homoeopathy. 

After the advent of independence^ after we have attained 
Swaraj, people talk more of our indigenous system of medicine, I 
have no prejudice against tnem; I welcome them. They have their 
own field' •• 

Mr. Speaker : Is Homoeopathy indigenous ? 

Sri M. Rangaiah : It is not indigenous — I mean Unani and 
Ayurveda* The indigenous systems of medicine have got their own 
field of utility. The Government of India have allotted about a crore 
of rupees for the development of these systems in the Second Five 
Yeat^Plan. I am happy at that. 

But one thing I have got to say. So far as the Ayurvedic 
practitioners are concerned, there are three classes called A 
class, B class and C class. *A* class practitioners receive 
their training in the Ayurvedic Colleges. They are L.LMs* B class 
students also receive their education in some private institutions or 
so. But what about the *C class practitioners? They are also called 
^Village Vaidyas.' Their general educational qualification is Third 
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Form and sometimes it is not even Third Fo to. People who can 
read and write and who do not even pass the Fifth Standard are 
admitted into this C class. The course runs for a period of six 
months. Can you imagine a boy who has got Third Form 
knowledge and six months training getting some knowledge of 
medicine and other things as well ? I am surprised to note here thai 
some friends in this House even suggest that these *C* clas^ Ayurve- 
dic practioners - also called Village Vaidyas « rtiay be given facilities 
to go and not merely practise but also to be in charge of medical 
institutions, or rural dispensaries and also to undertake cases of 
midwifery and treat them. Even we» who pass out of Medical 
Colleges with six years* training, find it dfflcuU sometimes to deal 
with cases of midwifery. When such is the case, boys with general 
knowledge of Third Form and six months" training are asked to be 
sent to villages to treat cases of midwifery. I think it is un- 
imaginable. I think it will be the hight of folly to put such people 
in charge of midwifery cases. They are allowed freedom of practice. 
I do not object to tbat. I do not want that they should be put 
in charge of rural raidyifery* 

Sri N. Smjeem Reddy : Mr. Speaker Sir, the hon, Member 
has spoken about regional discrinrination, in tb# matter of admission' 
1 request him, through you, Sir, to clarify the position* so that I can 
rectify if there is any mistake. I want to know what the type of 
dlsciiminatlon it is.

Mr, Speaker : If there is lesser number of ow^pyj^to lirom 
:|^pj^eema, the suim mighl have been mhnsd. Vfp ha^e got mom 
number in those parts and benc?e there might 1mm hm^mt^kMi^^ 
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Sri N. Sanjeeva Reddi : Evidently, he does not want this 
Zonal system. 

Sri M. Ranj^ayya : As regards Zonal system, it may be 
abolished shortly, I am advocating the same thing now, as I did 
last year, as the Zonal system works rather not fairly. 

As regards Homoeopath, y there is a Homoeopathic College started 
at Gudivada and it is run by about 9 or 10 medical practitioners who 
are graduates of the Modern system. We have got a Homoeopathic 
Board, They have inspected the Homoeopathic College and have 
made certain recommendations and I wish, that the Government 
would help the Homoeopathic College, accepting the recommend- 
ations of the Homoeopathic Board. 

About Natureopathy, I have not got much to say. As regards 
its effectiveness, it does good for those who lead high lives, speedy 
lives and to those who suffer from intestinal complaints.
